Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health,  vital 
statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  above  Area  for  the 
year  1944, 


There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  sickness  or 
disease  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  of  a  very  virulent  type,  which 
occurred  in  the  parish  of  Hmldenborough  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural 
District  did  not  spread  to  any  serious  extent  and  eventually  only 
6  cases  v/ere  notified.  ( 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
in  the  combined  area  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level,  but 
further  sustained  effort  is  required  to  improve  upon  the  results 
already  obtained. 

The  importance  of  immunisation  is  shown  by  a  recent 
statement  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  more  children  lost 
their  lives  during  the  v/ar  from  diphtheria  than  from  enemy  action. 

The  Treatment  of  Scabies  v/as  continued  throughout  the 
year  at  the  First  Aid  Posts,  and  once  again,  I  have  to  thank  the 
voluntary  staffs  of  these  Posts  for  their  help, 

A  Scheme  to  replace  this  temporary  arrangement  is  under 
consideration.

NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  no  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  Area. 

In  the  Tonbridge  Urb.an  District,  3  Homes  were  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  a  total  of  17  beds,  5  for 
maternity  and  12  for  other  cases. 

Southborough  Urban  has  two  registered  Nursing  Homes  with 
accommodation  for  11  maternity  patients  and  19  others. 
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SANITARY  CIRCITAS  TANGES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 

With  respect  to  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District,  most  of 
the  area  is  supplied  by  main  water  supply  under  the  control  of 
5  waterworks  authorities  including  one  small  estate  supply.  All 
have  been  regularly  sampled  and  sub^^iitted  to  bacteriological 
examination.  The  principal  supplies  have  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory  and  of  ample  quantity.  The  small  estate  supply 
referred  to  has  failed  from  time  to  time  after  prolonged 
rainfall.  Various  measures  ho.ve  been  and  continue  to  be  taken 
to  improve  this. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  annual  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  13  samples  from  main  supply  v;ere  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  one  chemical.  The  sources  of  water 
supply  are  situated  in  other  areas  so  that  most  of  the  examin¬ 
ations  made  are  of  water  in  course  of  distribution. 

Lead  service  pipes  are  not  in  general  use  in  the  rural 
area  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  contamination  by  load  arising 
from  main  supplies. 

Action  has  been  taken  in  rospect  of  the  small  estate 
supply  referred  to  above.  Although  there  has  boon  no  direct 
occurrence  of  contamination  some  precautions  as  regards  the  use  of 
manure  and  ensuring  isolation  of  drainage  systems  has  been 
carried  out. 

Practically  all  houses  in  the  rural  area  are  connected 
to  main  supplies  and  in  most  cases  it  is  laid  on  direct  to  the,.^ 
houses.  There  are  a  few  isolated  cases  served  by  standpipe  cad 
other  sources  of  supply  but  it  is  intended  to  deal  with  those  as 
soon  as  circumstances  permit. 

The  Tonbridge  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Tonbridge 
V/aterv/orks  Company,  and  the  water  has  been  satisfactory  both  as 
regards  quality  and  quantity. 

Regular  samples  of  the  water  are  takon  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  in  addition  to  those  taken  by  the  Company,  and  during 
the  year  14  bacteriological  exaiiainations  v/ere  made,  all  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  waters  arc  not  liable  to  bo  affected  by  plumbo- 
solvcnt  action. 

Thcro  is  no  form  of  contamination,  but  the  water  is 
sterilized  by  chlorination. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  arc  only  a  fov/  houses  in 
the  country  district  v/hich  aro  not  supplied  from  the  public 
water  mains.  As  far  as  is  known,  there  are  no  houses  supplied 
by  moans  of  standpipes, 

Southborough  Urban  District  -  The  quantity  of  v/ator 
supplied  from  the  Council's  works  at  Modest  Corner  and  Kayesden 
is  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  District,  and  water  in 
bulk  is  supplied  by  the  Tonbridge  Waterworks  Company, 

Samples  of  v/ator  are  sent  each  month  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chomlcal  examination. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  practically  the  v/holo  of 
tho  dwelling-houses  in  Southborough  are  supplied  from  the  Works 
directly  to  tho  houses.

The  main  supply  in  Hadlow  was  extended  from  Goose  Green  to 
Park  Farm  and  throe  small  holdings  under  the  Agricultural 
(Miscellaneous)  Provisions  Bill.

The  total  number  of  milk  samples  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Licencing  Authority  was  100  of  which  78  proved  to.  be  satisfactory. 

Biological  Milk  Examinations. 

Seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacillus.  Those  proved  to  bo  negative. 

One  school  milk  sample  v/as  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacillus 
and  the  milk  supply  from  a  group  of  cows  in  the  herd  affected  was 
stopped  until  the  infected  animal  was  removed  and  slaughtered.

The  number  of  camps  occupied  was  91;  the  total  number  of 
people  engaged  in  picking  this  year  was  14,450  as  compared  with 
15,702  in  1943. 

Unfortunately  there  v/as  considerable  interference  with  the 
v;ork  of  structural  improvement  to  hop-pickers  camps  as  a  result 
of  damage  to  property  by  enemy  action,  so  much  so  that  work 
ceased*  as  from  June.  Ncvorthelcss ,  76  new  huts  v/ere  erected 
since  the  last  season  as  well  as  additional  cookhouses  and  other 
facilities.  Patrolling  of  camps  was  continued  and  there  has  been 
a  gencrc.1  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions  despite  the  many 
difficulties  v/hich  hop  growers  have  boon  faced  v/ith. 

The  wot  v/oather  experienced  emphasises  once  again  the  need 
for  more  and  properi^y  constructed  cookhouses  v;hich  may  also  bo 
used  for  drying  clothes.  Visits  were'  not  made  by  represent¬

Durlnc  tho  last  week  in  Decei'iber  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  lilldenborou^h  parish  in  the  Tonbridge  J?ural  Pistrict, 
v/hich  was  exceodlriGly  aorlouo,  not  on  account  of  the  number  of 
persons  affected,  but  because  of  the  deadly  virulence  of  the  type 
of  the  causal  diphtheria  bacillus. 

The  first.- two  cases,  two  brothers,  Albert  and  Brian  Anderson, 
were  sent  into  the  Isolation  Hospital  by  Dr.  Davison  on  Saturday 
evening,  December  25rd.  Albert,  aged  6,  died  on  the  same  day,  and 
his  brother  Brian  aged  12,  died  tliroo  later,  i.e.  on  December 

26th. 

On  Sunday,  December  24th,  whilst  carrying  out  tho  routine 
swabbing  of  contacts,  the  Health  Nurse  Hrs.  Graham,  discovered  that 
another  brother,  Nevelle  Anderson  aged  9,  v;as  suffering  from  sores 
in  the  nostrils  and  n  blood  stained  nasal  discharge.  As  a  precaution¬ 
ary  measure  the  boy  was  sent  into  hospital,  and  swabs  which  has  boen 
taken  subsequently  rovoaled  the  presence  of  diphtheria  bacilli. 

This  child  I  was  informod,  had  boen  poorly  for  about  a  week  as  from 
December  11th;  tho  mother  and  the  three  boys  had  been  staying  in 
Ashton-undor-Lync ,  :\nd  had  returned  to  Hildenborough  on  December  9th. 
None  of  these  three  boys  had  been  .immunlsod,  and  all  had  been  at 
school  a  fe\7  days  prior  to  their  illness. 

Another  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  on  Sunday,  Doceinbor  24th, 

Dr.  Davison  was  called  in  to  see  a  boy  named  David  V/llls,  aged  7, 
who  died  before  his  arrival,  the  post  mortem  examination  sho;ved  that 
tho  cause  of  death  was  diphtheria,  and  a  swab  to.ken  from  the  throat 
proved  to  bo  positive.  This  boy  had  boon  immunised  in  1941. 

In  view  of  tho  menacing  situation  which  had  arisen  it  wPwS  ■ 
decided  that  all  possible  contacts  of  these  cases  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  protection';  the  fr^ct  that  the  school  had  broken  up 
for  the  holidays  made  this  procedure  rather  more  difficult  than  ' 

usual,  but  on  Monday,  Docembor  25th,  the  homes  of  all  knovm  contacts 
v/ero  visited  and  children  Ptnd  adults  were  given  an  injection  of  500 
units  of  antitoxin,  and  the  casos  Virhich  had  not  previously  been 
immunised,  wero  also  given  o.n  Injection  of  A.P.T. 

A  fifth  case,  John  Gould,  aged  9,  was  removed  to  Hospital  on 
December  27th,  and  a  sixth,  Eileen  Shilling,  aged  10,  was  sent  into 
hospital  on  December  29th.  John  Gould  had  been  immunised  in  1942 
and  Eileen  Shilling  in  1941.  Neither  of  these  children  had  a 
very  serious  attack,  and  both  did  v;g11.  No  further  cases  v/erG 
notified. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr,  Davison,  and  to 
Mrs,  Graham,  without  whoso  help  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to 
visit  and  injoct  62  cases  on  one  day.  (December  25th). 

One  hop-picker  case-,  a  boy  aged  8  years  from  Horsmonden 
was  removed  to  Capol  Hospital,  a  tracheotomy  was  porformod  and  the 
patient  recovorod. 

The  four  Urban  casos,  2  of  which  proved  fatal,  were 
notified  during  the  September  quarter,  none  of  thcm_  had  been 
iminunised.  The  first  case  was  an  adult  female  v/hb  was  removed 
to  Capcl  Hospital  and  rocovered.  The  second  case  occurred  in 

a  youth  aged  15-,b  years  v/ho  worked  in  a  factory;  he  was  removed  to 
Capel  Hospital  and  died  10  days  later.  The  home  and  factory 
contacts  wero  visited  and  swabs  taken  by  the  Health  Nurse,  all  of 
which  proved  negative.  Three  days  after  the  removal  of  this  patient, 
a  second  case  occurred  in  this  family  of  a  child  aged  5  years  who 
was  also  admitted  to  Capel  Hospital.  The  fourth  case  occurred 
in  an  only  child  aged  3  years  who  vyas  removed  to  Capel  Hospital  but 
died  tv/o  days  later.  Contexts  were  swabbed  by  the  Health  I'lurse, 

these  proved  negative. 

Tho  Southborough  Urban  case  occurred  in  a  boy  aged  10 
years  v/ho  had  not  been  Immunised,  He  was  removed  to  the  Tunbridge 
Y/ells  Borough  Sanatorium.

Two  cases,  one  of  typhoid  and  one  of  paratyphoid  fever  v/ero  ! 
notified,  the  former  occurred  in  a  soldier  aged  18  years  who  was 
transferred  to  a  military  hospital  and  the  latter  was  of  a  civilian  i 
adult  male  who  was  nursed  at  home  and  made  a  good  recovery. 

Acirte. ..■Poliomyelitis  .  ' 

One  case  v/as  notified  from  the  County  Hospital,  Pembury, 
in  a  child  aged  2v^-  years. 

Dysentery. 

T-z/enty- six  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  wore  notified  in  Tonbridge-i 
Rural  District  (22  at  County  Hospital,  Pembury)  and  3  cases  occurred  i 
in  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District. 

Malaria.  ■ 

One  case  occurred  in  each  of  the  three  Districts,  2  in 
members  of  H.M.  Forces  vdio  who  removed  to  military  Hospitals, 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Tv/enty- three  of  the  cases  occurred  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Pembury,  8  at  Moatlands  Hospital  for  Mothers  &  Babies,  Paddock  V/ood, 
and  1  at  Northfield  Maternity  Homo,  Langton. 

With  one  exception,  all  of  the  above  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  from  Districts  outside  the  Tonbridge  Rural  area.

T\70  cases  were  notified,  1  in  Tonbridge  Rural  District  and 
1  in  Tonbridge  Urban  District,  both  cases  woro  treated  in  hospital, 

Pneuraonia . 

A  total  pf  84  cases  were  notified  in  the  Area,  48  in  Tonbridge 
Rurll  District  and  56  in  Tonbridge  Urban  District;  26  of  the  former 
and  2  of  the  latter  were  treated  in  hospital.  4  deaths  resulted. 

Erysipelas . 

Tvyo  cases  were  notified  in  Tonbridge  Rural  District  and  4 
jn  Tonbridge  Urban;  1  of  the  former  was  admitted  to  hospital.

Medical  Practitioners  notified  164  cases  during  the  year,  37 
Tonbridge  Rural,  96  Tonbridge  Urban,  51  Southborough  Urban, 

'vVho oping  Cou;i:h. 

This  disease  was  fairly  prevalent  during  the  year,  a  total  of 
216  cases  were  notified;  125  cases  Tonbridge  Rural,  63  cases  Tonbridge 
Urban  and  30  cases  Urban  of  Southborough.

Under  the  above  Scheine  adopted  by  the  Tonbridge  Rural, 
Tonbridge  Urban  and  Southborough  Urban  Districts,  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  employed  by  the  respective  Councils,  and  paid  according 
to  the  T.M.A.  Scale,  i.e.  3/-  per  injection  (2  injections  completing 
the  course  of  imi'aunlsation)  .  A.P.T.  is  the  prophylactic  used 
which  is  supplied  free  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratories.

The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  which  occurred  in  the  Joint 
Area  during  1944  totalled  12,  7  in  Tonbridge  Rural  District  with 
3  deaths  and  4  in  Tonbridge  Urban  with  2  deaths.  Of  the  Rural 
cases,  3  had  been  immunised  (1  fatal) ;  they  all  occurred  in  the 
5-15  age  group;  none  of  the  Urban  cases  had  been  immunised,  the 
age-groups  of  these  cases  were  1  under  5  years,  1  between  5  and  15 
years,  and  2  over  15  7/ears;  the  Southb  orough  case  had  not  been 
immunised  and  was  in  the  5-15  age- group.
